recorded numbers of prints previously set to one or more via said each-frame print 
number setting device .

10. (Currently Amended) 5he_A digital camer a as defined in claim 7, further 
comprising: 

an each-frame print number setting device that sets configured to set the number 
of prints for each frame image recorded in said recording medium;? and 

an all-frame print number setting device configured, to collectively set the 
numbers of prints for the images of all the frames recorded in said recording medium, 
wherein 

when actuated, said all-frame print number setting device sets , in the recording 
medium, the recorded numbers of prints for the images of frames that had recorded 
numbers of prints previously set to zero to one., only for frames whose numbers of prints 
have been zero leaving the frames that had recorded numbers of prints previously set to 
one or more, via said each-frame print number setting device, as currently set . 

11. (Currently Amended) The A digital camer a as defined in claim 7, further 
comprising: 

an each-frame print number setting device that sets configured to set the number 
of prints for each frame image recorded in said recording medium s and 

an all-frame print number setting device configured to collectively set the 
numbers of prints for the images of all the frames recorded in said recording medium.
